MINUTE ORDER: Before the Court is 52 plaintiff's Motion for a Temporary 
Restraining Order. The Court notes that summonses have been issued to plaintiff for 
the two defendants he added in his amended complaint—and who are named in his 
motion seeking a temporary restraining order—but that those defendants have not yet 
been served, or at least that plaintiff has not yet provided proof of service.
